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GERMANS RENEW ASSAULTS AT CE 


CAPT. MCULLOCH 
UNITED RAILWAYS 
PRESIDENT, DEAD 


Street Railway Official Ap- 
parently in Best of Health 
Before Lapsing Into Un- 
consciousness 
Before Death, Due 
Brain Hemorrhage. 


AGE 73; WORKED 
14 HOURS A DAY 


He Was Popularly Known as 
Hardest Working Man in 
St. Louis—Humblest Em- 
ploye Could Take Troubles 
to Him — Office to Be 


Draped. 


Capt. Robert McCulloch, president and 
general manager of the United Railways 
Co.. died of a hemorrhage of the brain 
et his home, 449 Westminster place, at 
5:30 a. m. today. He had been uncon- 
scious since 5 a. m. yesterday. 

Though 73 years old he was regarded 
as one of the most active men of affairs 


in St. Louis and until he was found un- 

conscious by his wife it had been 
thought he was in the best of health. 

Dr. Robert Hyland, medical director 

of the United Ratlways Co, told a 

Post-Dispatch reporter this morning 

“thes death was due primarily to old 


to 


age, cerebral hemorrhage often being a 


symptom of senility. 

Capt. McCulloch practically died in 
harness. He put in his usual long day 
Saturday and seemingly was well when 
he retired about 10 p. m. 

Wife Finds Him Uncouscious. 

At 6 a. m., his usual hour for rising, 
his wife went to wake him and found 
him unconscious. A short time before 
ghe had heard him moan. 

Mra. McCulloch telephoned to her son- 
fn-law, Thomas E. Powe of 4385 McPher- 
gon avenue, who hurried to the McCul- 
loch home. Dr. A. R. Kieffer of 48 
Westminster place was called. 

After vainly trying to rouse McCul- 
foch he summoned Dr. Hyland and Dr. 
George Richter for consultation. All ef- 
forts to bring the patient back to con- 
gciousness were unsuccessful. 

Children Are Notified. 

With the Captain when he died were 
his wife, Mrs. Emma Paxton McCulloch; 
his son-in-law, Thomas E. Powe, ani 
his daughter, Mrs. Powe, who was Miss 
Grace McCulloch. 

His son, Richard McCulloch, and his 
@aughter, Miss Roberta McCulloch, were 
out of town. Both were notified of hts 
iliness. They arrived in St. Louis this 
morning, shortly after he died. Rich- 
ard McCulloch has three children and 
the Powes have one. 

Arrangements for the funeral have 
not been completed, but it is thought it 
will be under Masonic auspices. Capt.

LONDON, Sept. &—From the East 


come reports of actions from almost ev- 
ery section of the Russian frontier. Em- 
peror William is reported to be in Hast 
Prussia and the German offensive, prob- 
ably under his very eyes, has been re- 
begun against Gen. Rennenkampff. 


Petrograd believes this movement, be- 
cause of its limited front, is a diversion 
to relieve the threatened German line 
from Kalisz to Cracow. 

The Austrian forces still are retiring 
on Cracow and besides having taken 
some of the forts around Przemsyl, the 
Russian cavalry is said to be pouring 
through the defiles of the Carpathians 
on to the plains of Hungary. Although 
the success of this latter movement ‘s 
denied officially from Budapest, which 
announces that the repeated attempts o1 
the Russian cavalry to enter the coun- 
try have been repulsed, hurried efforts 
are being made along the Austrian 
frontier to strengthen the garrisons of 
the fortresses. One hundred thousand 
troops taken from Trent at the begin- 
ning of the war have been replaced by 
Hungarians, and all 18 forts of the first 
line of defense are being brought into 
the highest state of repair, while the 
second defenses, commanding the Passes 
have been reinforced by additional re- 
doubts. 

Mortars Recalled From Germany. 

Electric currents are a marked fea- 
ture of the defensive arrangements. 
Wires have been laid over all the 
strategic points on the frontier, anu 
these connect with a powerful power 
station at Riva. : 

Twelve heavy mortars, which were 
sent to help the Germans, have bee 
recalled and have been hastily installed 
in the frontier fortresses, making them 
a formidable obstacle.

Russians Reported in Przemyal. 
“The Russians on Saturday occupied 


the greater part of the city of Przemys) 
(Galicia), a¢cording to a message from 
Vienna,”” says the Rome correspondent 
of the Exchange Telegraph Co. His 
dispatch continues: 

“The Russians approached the city 
from the southwest, forcing the Austri- 
ans to take shelter in the eastern forts, 
where the entire garrison is now, concen- 
trated and is preparing to make a final 
resistance. The situation of the gar- 
rison is critical as it is entirely sur- 
rounded. 

“Russian troops are advancing from 
Grodek, on the Austrian positions while 
the right wing continues to attack from 
the north. Troops are being poured into 
the city of Przemysl to press the at- 
tack from the southwest.”’ 

A dispatch to the Exchunge Telegraph 
Co. from Petrograd says: 

“A big column ig retreating along 
the road toward Sonox (Sanok) from 
Prsemysi, Galicia, after having been 
shelled from the heights by Russian ar- 
tillery.

Admiralty Also Announces 358 
German Vessels Have Been 
Captured or Detained.

LONDON, Sept. %—Twelve' British 
ships with an aggregate tonnage of 59,- 
831 have been sunk on the high seas by 


German cruisers up to Sept. 23, accord- 
ing to an Admiralty return issued this 
afternoon. Eight other British ships, 
whose tonnage aggregates 2979, have 
been sunk by German mines in the 
North Sea and 24 fishing craft, with a 
tonnage of 4334, have, been captured or 
sunk by the Germans in the same 
waters. British ships detained at Ger- 
man ports number 74, with a total ton- 
nage of 170,000. 

On the credit side, the Admiralty gives 
102 German ships, with a total tonnage 
of 200,000, detained in British ports since 
the outbreak of the war. Eighty-eight 
German ships of an aggregate tonnage 
of 338,000 have been captured since hos- 
tilities began. 7 

The return shows also 168 German 
ships with an aggregate tonnage of 283,- 
000 detained or captured by the allies. 
Fifteen ships with a tonnage of 247,000 
were detained in American ports, while

First Attack Fails. 

Belgian resistance did not change the 
plan; in fact, it rather increased the 
urgency of the need for carrying the 
Vergun-Toul barrier. For until it was 
carried, all Northern, Eastern and Cen- 
tral Belgium had to be £arrisoned - fn 
order to keep open the railways from 
Liege to Northwestern France, on 
which the armies of. Von Boehm, Von 
Kluck and Von Buelow depended for 
all their supplies and reinforcements. 


Despite desperate efforts, the first at- 
tack upon Verdun failed, and the Crown 
Prince’s army was involved in the gen 
eral retirement after the battle of the 
Marne. At the same time, the attempt 
of Von Heeringen, despite the presence 
of the Kaiser, was halted in sight of 
Nancy. For the moment, the plan had 
to be abandoned. sut just as soon ag 
the Germans had rallied on the Aisne 
line and reorganized, the operation was 
resumed, since for obvious reasons the 
need of forcing the barriers and releas- 
ing army corps in Belgium tb meet the 
reinforced allied troops along the Aisne, 
was daily increasing. 

New Pian Employcd. 

This time a less ambitious scheme 
was employed. While the Crown Prince 
again came south between Verdun and 
the Argonne, aiming to cut the railroad 
leading back to Paris and to isolate 
Verdun, the forces of Von Heeringen, 
reduced by two corps sent west to St.

ATTACK ON ALLIES’ 


LINES INCESSANT FOR 
TWO DAYS AND NIGHTS 


Joffre Forces His Lines So Close to the 
Invaders’ That They Are Inside 
the Range”“of the Big German 
Guns — Close Infantry Fighting 
Succeeds the Artillery Duels.

PARIS, Sept. 28, 2:58 p. m—The following official communica- 
tion was given out in Paris this afternoon: 

‘‘There is nothing new to report in the general situation. Rel- 
ative calm prevails along a portion of the front. Nevertheless, at 
certain points, notably between the River Aisne and the Argonne 
district, the enemy has delivered further violent attacks, which, 
however, have been repulsed.’’ 


Attacks of Unprecedented Violence 
‘Night and Day, Repulsed by : 


The official communication issued last night says the Germans contia- — - 
ued night and day attacks of unprecedented violence, but have not been 
successful. The text follows: F 

‘‘It is confirmed that since the night of the 25th to the 26th and up 
to far into the day of the 27th the Germans have not ceased night or day 
to renew on the entire front attacks of unprecedented violence, with the de- 
termined purpose of trying to break through our lines. 

‘‘These attacks were made with a uniformity whch denotes instruc- 
tions from the highest command to seek the solution of the battle. 

‘Not only have they not been able to accomplish it, but during the ac) 
tion we have captured one flag, some cannon and many prisoners. The flag 
was taken from the enemy by the Twenty-fourth Regiment of Colonial In- 
fantry. . 

‘‘ All our army commanders make special mention of the fact that the 
morale of our troops, notwithstanding this unintrerupted struggle, contin-~ 
ues to be excellent and that they themselvcs have trouble to hold baék the 
troops in their desire to rush on the enemy, who is sheltered im defensive 
positions, ’’ | 

The following official war bulletin was issued yetserday afternoon: . 

‘*], On our left wing the battle .as been continued with perceptible 
progress on our part. On the front between the Rivers Oise and Somme 
and on the north Somme from Aisne to Rheims very violent attacks by the 
Germans have been made at several points, some of them being at the 
point of the bayonet, but they were all repulsed. In many places the- 
French and German trenches were not more than 1000 meters (more than 1000 
yards) apart. 

‘¢2. In the center from Rheims to Souain, the Prussian guard has under- 
‘aken unsuccessfully a vigorous offensive, being hurled back in the region 
of Berry-Au-Bac and Nogent L’Abbesse. From Souain the enemy yesterday. 
morning made a successful attack between the highway leading from Sommepy . 
to Chalons-Sur-Marne, and the line of the railway from St. Menehould to 
Vouziers. At the end of the day our troops regained the ground that they 


bad lost. > 

‘‘Between the region of the Argonne and the Meuse the enemy has not 
manifested any activity. On the heights of the Meuse nothing new has de- 
veloped. In the southern part of the Woevre district the Germans occupy @ 
frout which passes by St. Mihiel and to the northwest of Pont-A-Mousson. 

‘*On our right wing, in Lorraine, the Vosges and Alsace there has been 
no important change.’’ . ) 

According to dispatches from the front, the Prussian guard corps has 
been almost destroyed during the fighting of the last three days.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A wireless dispatch to the German 
from Berlin today anounced the 2 Ce by the Germans of one of the

_ **Official headquarters reports that the operations proceeding on the 
extreme right wing of the German army have no decision as yet. In the 
center of the battle front, meres attacks have been made on both sides. 

‘‘Camp des Romains, near St. Mihiel, which was taken by the Bava 
rians, is one of the barrier forts south of Verdun. 

‘*Official reports say that franc tireurs (snipers) suddenly attacked 
a German sanitary service detachment which was carrying French wound- 


ed, and that the franc tireurs killed a surgeon and seven ambulance vor 


unteers. 
‘‘M, Pichon, former French Minister, affirms in an article that the 


Germans shoot prisoners, kill wounded and murder women, children and 
old people. Such things o¢cur only when the wounded and noncombatants 
fire at Germans. A letter of a South American military attache, who is ac- 
-ampanving the German army, says that the German warfare is admirable 
not only from the military, but still more from the humanitarian point of 


view. 
‘‘The Paris report from St. Petersburg, that Russians under Gen. Ren- 


nenkampf have victoriously advanced and reoccupied Soldau, East Prussia, 
is pure invention.’’

“The situation is satisfactory and the counter attacks on the British 


front have been beaten back with heavy losses to the enemy.”

By throwing his 
division on the Russians, the Austrian 
General was fully convinced that next 
day he would be able to announce to 
the Emperor the promised victory.

He Also Tells Recruiting Meeting 
Schleswig-Holstein Should 
Be Restored. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 
LEEDS, Sept. 15.—Lord Charles Beres- 


ford in addressing a recent mass meet- 


ing to stimulate recruiting, here said: 
“The Kiel Canal must be handed over 
to Denmark, so it will be useful for the 
peaceful pursuits of the world.” 

The remark has caused widespread 
comment and has become a part of the 
discussion of the probable results of the 
war if the allies should win. 

When the Kiel Canal was opened, in 
1895, the Emperor of Germany, with rep- 
resentatives of the leading European 
Powers as his guests, said: ““Germany 
will range the work inaugurated today 
on the side of those accomplished in 
the service of peace.” . 

It was regarded as significant that on 
the enlargement of the canal last June 
the occasion was not one of interna- 
tional celebtation, although Emperor 
William attended, and led a great fleet 
of German warships through the canal, 
which now figures so extensively tn the 
naval operations as a magnificent refuge 
for the German fleet. 

German strategists insist that the Kie! 
Canal doubles the power of the German 
fieet as it gives another entrance from 
the North Sea to the Baltic and forces 
an enemy to scatter its strength in order 
to bottle up the German warships. Eight 
enormous sidings have been prov'ded 
within the enlarged canal in which ships 
may pass. These are so great they are 
said to be capeble of sheltering all the 
ships of the German navy. 

English stratecists “assert that th: 
value of the canal has been discounted 
considerably by the developments of the 
present war, and declare that it fas, 
it arything, rendered the German fleet 
more immobile than it might otherwise 
nave been. 

It was Lord Beresford’s contention 
that Denmark wceculd never be safv so 
Icng as Germany held this important 
Waterway across the Danisn peninsula, 
and he hoped to see the day when it, 
together with Schieswig-Holstein, would 
be restored to Denmark. 

Enumerating other obligations which 
he said would fall upon the allies if they 
Cefeated Germany, he said the first duty 
would be to Belgium, which would have 
to be amply rewarded for the wrongs it 
bad suffered. He said he would then 
have “the great Krupp’s plant de- 
ttrovyed and all German forts razed.’’

LONDON, Sept. 2%.—The war has 
brought about two innovations in the 
leading London theaters, a reduction of 
prices, and the privilege of sitting in the 
best seats without wearing evening 
dress. The stalls of London houses, 
which correspond to orchestra seats in 
America, are ordinarily vold at $2.50, but 
several of the principal theaters have 
reduced the prices to $2. 

Although there was no hard and fast 
rule, there was a custom which only a 
few independent people had the temeri- 
ty to violate that every occupant of the 
stalls should wear evening dress. The 
exceedingly fashionable theaters con- 
trolled by Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree 
and Sir George Alexander were among 
the first to recognize that war is a time 
when formalities are at a discount. 

When people are cutting off their lux- 
uries, and many !n courning or op- 
pressed with anxiety for relatives at 
the front, theater-roing suffers a sharp 
decline. In the interests of the many 
people who depend upon them for a liv- 
ing the managers are ‘oing their best 
to keep their houses open. Profit-shar- 
ing has been adopted by many London 
and provincial establishments.

More evidence I picked up through a 
fortunate accident. Our automobile 
broke down in the village of Beyve- 
Hieussey, near Liege. In this way I was 
able to talk to some of the inhabitants 
in my lame French. 

I can only say that while of course 
they hated the Germans, they were in 
mo sense in terror of them. They stooa 
Guriously around the military automo- 
bile at a distance of 40 or 59 feet and 
were perfectly willing to talk to me. 


Peaceful Ones Unhurt.

®uerite Leclaire, of 138 Grand Route, 
Beyve-Heussay, who, surrounded by 
three or four young Belgian workmen, 
paid that all knew that if they remained 
quiet nothing would happen to them. I

Priests Were Executed. 

Some priests undoubtedly have been 
executed by the Germans, and a good 
many women, while in Louvain prac- 
tically the entire male population was 
destroyed. I know that some priests 
have been executed, because at ihe 
terman Foreign Office I was informed 
that the total number of these was 
“only a few.”’

1,000,000 Must Be Fed. 

Look at the map of the campaign in 
France and you will see that on the 
German line of communication which 
runs through Belgium over 1,000,000 Ger- 
man soldiers must be fed with food 
and ammunition by the roads and rail- 
roads and wagon roads that run through 
Belgium. 

If the communications between the 
German army in France and their home 
country are cut in Belgium, the Ger- 
man army faces destruction. No army 
of 1,000,000 can carry with it provisions 
and ammunition for long, nor in these 
days live off the country. 

Therefore the Germans will stop at 
nothing to make their communications 
safe behind them. I doubt not that they 
would kill every one of the 7,000,000 men, 
women and children in Belgium rather 
than lose their army of 1,000,000 in 
France. But I doubt not also that if 
the Belgians will leave the German com- 
munications alone no personal harm will 
come to them. 


Laws for Combatants. 
By the laws of war combatants must 


be in uniform. Such men are subject to 
death or capture on sight by the uni- 
formed men of the enemy. All others, 
men in civilfan clothes, women and 
children, are not to be attacked or mo- 
lested by soldiers. In return for this 
immunity they must not attack or mo- 
lest soldiers, but if they do and are 
causht in the act they are liable to 
the penalty of death. 

The Germans have inflicted this pen- 
alty on many, perhaps on many thou- 
sands who were caught shooting, espe- 
cially after the place had once sur- 
rendered. But I firmly believe that all 
stories put out by the British and 
French of tortures, mutilations, as- 
faults, etc.. by Germans, are utterly 
rubbish. 

It would be humanely impossible for 
the Belgian population I saw in the 
conquered district to hold their present 
attitude if that had been so.

in almost painless manner, and with- 
out the symptom of fever,” said Dr. 
Krashe, a German military surgeon 
from Frieberg, to me in describing his 
professional! observations in the central 
field hospital in Belgium after the bat- 
tling of Aug. 9 and 19 around Liege. 

“What pleased me most was the calm, 
easy way in which the surgeons went 
to work—the very opposite of what used 
to be the case years ago when undue 
haste was often responsible for fatal re- 
sults. 

“The care of the wounded surpassed 
all my expectations. The greatest dif- 
ficulty was in the cases of men who 
were shot in the night and not brought 
in until the following morning. The en- 
tire field medical corps proved itself up 
to date from the very beginning. 

“Most of the wounds of the #0 men I 
examined were inflicted by German and 
Belgian rifles of about the same caliber 
and had similar appearance. Generally 
there was no indication of spreading of 
the wound, which had been received in 
most cases under fire at ranges at from 
400 to 600 meters (435 to 715 yards). In 
o! cases in which bullets had passed 
through the lungs there was no sign of 
blood. Most of the wounds in the in- 
testines could easily be gewed after the 
necessary operation. VYounds in the 
head usually proved fa’§). 

“Wounds caused by Belgian shrapnel 
were mild as a rule. In most of them 
fragments could he easily jocated and 
taken from beneath the skin without 
much trouble.”

($5,000,000) a day, inclusive of the money 
spent on behalf of those who have been 
deprived of their breadwinners. 

The means of the Government at the 
beginning of the war, not counting the 
permanent war treasure, but including 
the reserve funds of the Relchsbank. 
amounted to about 500,000,000 marks 
($125,000,000), which, the meantime 
however, has been  considerabl: in- 
through the issue of notes. It 
is thought. therefore, that the money 
available for the purposer of the cam- 
paign can be increased if necessary by 
several billion marks. 

The amount which the Government 
could borrow from the Reichsbank is 
unknown, but it is estimated at about 
2.000,000,000 marks, making a total of

Sept. 28.—After.a lapse of 
more than two weeks, Paris was again 
visited morning by a German 
aeroplane from which four bombs were 
dropped. One, falling at the corner of 
Rue de Freycenet and the Avenue du 
Trocadero, killed a middle-aged solicitor 
who was crossing the street and wound- 
ed his little daughter, whom he was 
leading by the hand. 

They also demolished the mansion of 
Prince Albert of Monaco and several 
shops. Another missile, falling at 
Longchamps, which is called the ‘“‘Paris 
ranch,’ because great herds of cattle 
and sheep are kept there to provide 
food supply in case of siege, killed a 
cow. The other bomb fell in the Ave- 
nue Jules Janin and the Avenue de 
l’Alma, near the American church, and 
did little damage. 

One of the bombs apparently was in- 
tended to wreck the Eiffel Tower and 
its wireless station. It killed the go- 
licitor when it landed not far away from 
the lofty structure, and only a block 
from the American embassy, No. 5 Rue 
de Chaillot. 


Herrick Asks Report,

The American Ambassador, who did 
not accompany the French Government 
to Bordeaux, daily passes the _ spot 
where the solicitor was killed and his 
daughter injured.

‘By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
ARGARET ILLINGTON in the 
IVI frankest type of out-and-out 
melodrama with its familiar 
“foiled again!’’ slogan—which is the 
showing of ‘‘Within the Law,”’ the Bay- 
ard Veiller play that opened its farewell 
St. Louis engagement at the Shubert 
Theater on Sunday evening—is an inter- 
esting and not in the least inconsistent 
figure. 

It is but a step, anyway, from the in- 
tensely emotional and poignant problem 
dramas of Miss Illington's early playing 
to the sheer “thrill” of such a story as 
is told in the Veiller piece and, as the 
touch of melodrama always has been 
apparent in her work, the taking of this 
step does not place her feet on foreign 
soil. 

She is, indeed, very much at home in 
the role of Mary Turner, one of the 
“fattest’’ parts, ag the stage vernacular 
has it, meaning most rewardful, that 
has emerged into the view of melodrama 
lovers for many a long year. She plays 
it with considerahle relish, too, despite 
@ certain condescension of manner at 
times, and, plainly, she finds the keenest 
delight in “ringing the hell’ of theat- 
rical effectiveness at its tig moments. 

As there are three particularly big 
moments of melodramatic “grip” in 
this artful play, shrewdly timed to 
bring down the curtains of the first, 
second and third acts, with several mi- 
nor pulse-quickeners sandwiched in be- 
tween, and the most triumphant of 
happy endings as the fourth-act cur- 
tain descends, it is not strange that 
Miss Illington and her audiences alike 
enjoy ‘“‘Within the Law” immensely. 

The only difference now js that ha- 
tred and revenge, instead of love and 
contrition, are the passions that sway 
the Illington soul. 

Her Mary Turner has been erievous- 
ly wronged—sent to the penitentiary 
for three years urn@ar conviction for a 
crime which she did not commit. When 
she comes out she wages crimina) war 
against all society and the established 
order of things—and it is the crafty 
masterfulness of this warfare by a 
vengeful woman that keeps the house 
ringing with applause. 

It doesn’t in the least matter that 
Mary Turner finally chances to love 
young Richard Gilder, whom she mar- 
ried to shame his father, her persecu- 
tor, and that, in consequence, she is 
a happy wife at the play’s ending. The 
thing that holds the audience absorbed 
with interest is the swiftly cumulative 
development of her triumphant crim- 
inality. 

One even forgets or forgives the fact 
that the entire New York Police De- 
partment is pictured as being incredibly 
stupid, a very parody of crime-ferret- 
ing machinery, indeed, in order to uring 
about the completest fulness of this tri- 
umph, 

Margaret Illington makes the melo- 
dramatic most of her Mary Turner. On 
Sunday evening she was kept busy do- 
ing a regular Marathon stunt of little 
rushing responses to vociferously en- 
thusiastic curtain calls. 

Eileen Wilson, too, as Agnes Lynch, 
the ingenue blackmailer who has be- 
come so dear to the hearts of American 
Playgoers during the past four seasons, 
makes good use of her comedy oppor- 
tunities, scoring a hit in keeping with 
those of others who have gone before 
her in the part. 

Edwin Anderson is an admirable Joe 
Garson, confirmed criminal, true to type 
and well within the bounds of plaus:. 
ibility. Sonia Jasper does a graphic 
little bit of character work as Helen 
Morris, the real thief for whose crime 
Mary Turner was punished. 

The roles of the elder Gilder, of De- 
tective Sergeant Cassidy and of In- 
spector Burke are sadly overplayed by 
Charles Canfield, Joseph Robison and 
Charles Riegel. The young Richart 
Gilder of Robert Elliott's playing im- 
proves as the story progresses. Frank- 
lin Searight draws District Attorne’ 
Demerest with quietly effective strokes 

There are moments when Miss Illing 
ton’s enunciation is indistinct. The pity 
of this is that it doesn't seem to be na- 
ture’s fault, but art’s. Her words come 
clear-cut and clean-shaped when she 
forgets to mouth them.

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BISHOP TELLS OF 
MEXICAN QUTRAGES 
AGAINST CATHOLICS 


Cardinal Gibbons Approves Pro- 
test of Toledo Prelate in Ser- 
mon at Baltimore Cathedral. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
BALTIMORE, Sept. 28.—In his sermon 


before the American Federation of Cath- 
olic Societies in the cathedral here yes- 


terday, Bishop Joseph Schrems of To- 
ledo, O., intimated that it was time for 
the Catholics of the country to protest 
to the Washington Government against 
the alleged ill treatment of Catholics in 
Mexico. 

Bishop Schrembs quoted phrases from 
William Bryan’s famous “cross of gold’’ 
speech and then declared that “here is 
a splendid field for translating rhetoric 
into actfon.”’ 

He spoke of the general indignation 
which was expressed when tthe ritual 
murder case came up in Russia and de- 
plored the silence with which the al- 
leged outrages in Mexico are being re- 
ceived in this country. 


Quotes W. J. Bryan. 
“In Mexico,’’ he said, “‘thousands of 


Catholics, men and women, are being 
outraged in their most sacred religious 
convictions. Churches have been dese- 
crated, priests and Bishops robbed of 111 
they possessed and in many instances 
butchered. 

“The profession and practice of re- 
ligion has been proscribed. Women of 
the church have been subjected to the 
shameful and brutal lust of soldiers. 
What have we done? Where are these 
agents of public opinion—the press—to 
stir the people that they may rise in 
righteous indignation? Where is the 
man who said, ‘You shall not press this 
crown of thorns upon the brow of la- 
bor?’ Men and women are made to 
drink the bitter cup of religious perse- 
cution, led to Gethsemane bleeding and 
mangled. We have prevented any other 
Government from stepping in there, and 
yet do we stand sponsor for this? Cath- 
clics, outraged by brutes, clamor today 
for justice.”’

Bishop Schrembs addressed the open- 


ing sentences of his sermon to Cardinal 
Gibbons. The Cardinal, speaking from 
his throne, said a few words of greeting 
to the delegates. He praised the new 
Pope, and expressed hope for peace in 
Eurepe. He said he was impressed by 
the sermon of Bishop Schrembs and ap- 
proved the sentiments expressed in it. 

In the sanctuary at the pontifical high 
mass, were eight Bishops in their robes, 
many Monsignors and hundreds of 
priests and seminarians. 

President Charles I. Denechaud, in 
presenting his report this morning, re- 
ferred to “accredited reports of cruel- 
ties perpetrated by some Mexican au- 
thorities upon defenseless priests and 
nuns. The federation must raise its in- 
dignant protest at this inhuman perse- 
cution,’’ he said, “and respectfully re- 
quest the Government to secure full ex- 
planation and reparation for the indig- 
nities and~atrocities committed and for 
property despoiled.’’ 

Iie said in his report the Catholics «af 
the United States should take the ini- 
tiative for the creation and fostering 
of concerted action for world peace.

TYPIST SUES FOR

1, 1918, B. C. Stevens called on her and 
obtained the deed and mortgage note 
from her, telling her the owner of the 
property wanted to execute a new deed 
which would be delivered to her. 

Finds Stevens Claimed Note. 

She alleges that she has looked up the 
records and has found that on Sept. », 
1918, B. C. Stevens acknowledged sat- 
isfaction of the mortgage and made af- 
fidavit that he was the owner of the 
deed and note. 

Miss Schaberg in her petition asserts 
that she did not authorize him to do this 
and that his act in doing it was fraud- 
ulent. 

The record, she says, shows that Mce- 
Gibbon sold the Home Heights property 
to B, C. Stevens, who in turn sold it to 
Herman and Rosa Scheiler, who gave 
Stevens a $3800 mortgage on the prop- 
erty.

CORN SHOCK AFTER 
ALL-NIGHT HUNT 


Child Disappeared While His 
Parents Were on Visit Near 
Freeburg, Ill. 


Twenty-five men who searched all 
night for Verdel Lucash, 2-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Lucash of 
Freeburg, IIL, found him this morning 
in a corn shock, into which he had bur- 
rowed and slept. 

The boy’s parents took him with ther:

The Oity’s Shade Trees. 


To the Editer ef the Post-Dispatch. 

St. Louis does not come up to what it should iv 
the line of shade trees. Indeed it strikes one at 
\ first that it is very barren of shade trees. Nuw 
this does not mean that no effort has been made; 
it means that the effort is not systematic enough 
to accomplish anything. The proper shading of 
St. Louts residence streets is a big enough task 
to make of it a special department of the coin- 
omission that cares for parks. It is more import- 
ant than the care of all the parks gnd much more 
necessary. 

One of the first things to do is to make a shade 
tree map of St. Louls. This map should indicate 
in a proper manner all the streets that can be 
shaded and then the work should be begun to 
properly fulfill these plans. 

_’~ Now as to the proper trees: It seems to me 
that anyone observing the soft maples and pop- 
lerg In this city cannot help but come to the con- 
_ Clusion that they are a caricature on shade trees. 
If we investigate carefully we shall find these 
‘trees the costliest in the end. In fact neither one 
of them should ever be planted. The city of 
Cleveland found that poplars were dangerous to 
' other trees because they formed the bresding 
place for obnoxious insects that destroy our shade 
trees. This is largely on account of their soft 
_ wood. For this reason all poplars that had any 
' @ry branches were cut down and burned and fur- 
ther planting was forbidden by ordinance. The 


" eft maple is better In this respect, but its limbs 


’ are so easily broken by sleet and storms that as 

_#00n as it attains any size at all it loses all re- 
' semblance to a well-formed tree and is simply a 
broken scrub. If you want to see a caricature on 
shade trees take a walk east from King’s hizh- 
way down lJIdndell boulevard. If the shade 
trees (7) on that street don’t make you 
laugh, it will be because you haven't noticed them. 
Here are beautiful and costly residences and 
pretty lawns yet along the street are the worst 
- Jooking, scrawniest shade trees I have ever seen— 


' @m@ nearly all are soft maples and poplars. I 


doubt if you can find 10 handsome, healthy 'arge 


ee trees on the entire boulevard. Other streets are 


not much better and if they are it will only be a 
matter of a few years until their trees are gone 
if it is soft maple upon which they depend for 
shade and beauty.

_ @Pe some excellent reasons why the elm should 
_ be planted to the exclusion of other varieties on 
_ our streets. First its beauty. A large elm }s al- 
ways an tnepiring sight. Second is the character 
Of tts shade. If you want a cooling shade the 
tree that gives it must have a wide top like a 
Japanese parasol and no limbs low down, for the 
higher up your area is that produces the shade, 
with no thick follage lower than twenty feet 
from the ground, the cooler your shade.

GENUINE BALLOT REFORM. 
Im its election this fall, the State of New 
York for the first time will employ the full 
principle of the Australian ballot, instead of the 
modified principle in use in practically all other 
states except Massachusetts. 

Party emblems and column classifications in- 
dicating the politics of the nominees will be 
remoyed from the ballot. Candidates will be 
grouped according to the office for which they 
are running, not according to the party to which 
they belong. 

The change strikes a powerful blow at the 
machine in the State where machines have been 
almost all-powerful in both parties. Greater de 
mands are made on the intelligence and dis- 
crimination of the citizen. The instructed voter 
cannot discharge his obligation to the machine 
simply by making a cross in the square under 
the party designation. He must mark each 
candidate for whom he desires to vote. 

This means much as an encouragement to 
independent voting. It is a concession to non- 
partisan selections for office which the machine 
has fought in all the states for years. The 
gangsters abandoned their stubborn resistance 
to the introduction of the Australian secret sys- 
tem only on the condition that ballot arrange- 
ments to facilitate selections as between parties 
instead of between candidates on merit should 
be perpetuated. 

That this bar to undiscriminating group se- 
lections for public office should have been per- 
mitted by Tammany and the G. O. P. machine 
to be adopted is amazing. An incentive is pro- 
vided for continuing work for more complete 
ballot reform in all the states. We should have 
the genuine Australian system, not the modified, 
spurious system with which the bosses have 
cbhliged us to be content for so many years. 
And we should have the short ballot. 
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. HE AFRICAN ALSACH-LORRAINE. 
The French warship which has just seized a 
part of the coast of Germany’s possessions in 
West Africa is engaged in something more than 
a land-grabbing expedition. It is an expedition 
for bringing back under the flag the Alsace-Lor- 
raine of the Dark Continent and hence one of 
much sentimental interest. This is the territory 
which France had to turn over to Germany after 
the Agadir incident in 191). Its cession did not 
follow a war, but it was as much the price of 
peace as the Alsace-Lorraine cession in 1871. 
Germany is supposed to have been planning a 
tailroad across Africa on her own right of way, 
to match the British Cape-to-Cairo project 
lengthwise of the Continent. The war to this 
date has cost each of the nations engaged in it 
enough to gridiron Africa with railroads built 
on rights of way bought at Iowa farm land 


prices. 
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THE ROCKY BOYS REMAIN NEUTEAL. 

With commingled relief and gratitude the world 
hears the proclamation of the Rocky Boy Indians 
that they will remain neutral during the European 
unpleasantness. All that the Rocky Boys ask, in 
connection with their proclamation, is that the 
great white Secretary of the Interior will secure 
some land for them, as the Rocky Boys are rov- 
ers and are tired of roving. In a word, they de- 
mand a place in the sun. 

That is not the usual way to get a place in the 
sun—we refer to keeping neutral—but we hope 
the great white Secretary will grant it to them 
anyhow. Everybody will breathe freer when the 
Rocky Boys are settled down in one place. Cer- 
tainly we do not wish them to change their minds 
about neutrality. Every reasonable concession 
must be made with the purpose of localizing the 
European war in as far as possible. Under no 
conditions must the theater of action be per- 
mitted to include Montana—though we had almost 
forgotten about those Butte miners! 

President Wilson evidently is one of those good 
people who still retain sentimental notions about 
Poor Lo. Mr. Wilson remarks that there is 
“something very touching’ about the Rocky 
Roys’ proclamation of neutrality. We should say 
rather there is something absolutely unique about 
it. This is the first time in the annals of the 
human race that an Indian has ever proclaimed 
neutrality. Perhaps the Rocky Boys are not feel- 
ing very well. 

Asking the President’s pardon, we conceive 
that it would be somewhat more touching if the 
Rocky Boys should let out a blood-curdling whoop 
and start on a rampage, beginning in Montana 
and ending, let us say, somewhere between the 
Oisé and the Aisne tn France. The tomahawk is 
about the only known implement that is con- 
spicuous by its absence from the melee. Proba- 
bly the Rocky Boys could give the embattled 
hosts a few pointers on “hacking their way 
through.” Yet, when you come to think of it, 
how tame uncivilized warfare seems when con- 
trasted with the modern civilized! 
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TOLSTOY'S PREDICTED NAPOLEON. 

It was in 1910, according to Countess Nastasia, 
Tolstoy’s grandniece, that the great reformer and 
prophet had a vision in which he foresaw just 
what is happening in Europe today. The story of 
the vision is well known and so far the predic- 
tions have been fulfilled. 

As to what is coming next year, here is what 
Tolstoy foresaw: “About the year 1915 a strange 
figure from the North, a new Napoleon, enters 
the stage of the bloody drama. He is a man of 
little militaristic training, a writer or a journal- 
ist, but in his grip most of Europe wil] remain 
till 1925.” 

Who is this Napoleon, granting that the vision 
is to continue to be enacted in real life. He must 
be a man of “little militaristic training, a writer 
or a journalist.” Can it be any of the well-known 
war correspondents now in the field? How does 
Richard Harding Davis fit the job? Or is it some 
writer or journalist who is still at home? Surely 
net Bernard Shaw, though he might get some 
militaristic training if he would enlist. Not Kip- 
ling—a poet Napoleon js unthinkable. Who then? 
Why could it not be our friend Herbert George 
Wells? His favorite pastime is said to be show- 
ing children how battles are fought, with squad- 
rons of tin soldiers, model forts, etc. And, as 
writer and journalist, he has dealt with all sorts 
of wars, from those. between rival planets to 


those “fn the air,” in which a whole world was 
ruined. ane Welt, on ve all know, be bee 
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undertaken the task of showing just how uni- 
versal peace can be obtained, and precisely how 
Europe should be sliced up and divided after this 
war, 80 aS to make another practically impossible. 

The lot seems to fall on H. G. W. Has he any 
idea of enlisting? He is only 48 years old, just 
the prime of life. If he has any ambition to 
become a Napoleonic peacemaker, it is time for 
him to get into the game. 
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CAPT. ROBERT McOULLOCH. 
Although the late Capt. Robert McCulloch, as 
the local head of the United Railways, was the tar- 


get of public criticism directed at the street 
railway system, everyone knowing its history 
knew that he was not responsible for the con- 
ditions with which he and the public had to 
deal. Everyone who knew him and these con- 
ditions knew that he did the best he could—as 
much as any man could do, everything that abil- 
ity, untiring industry and devotion to his task 
could accomplish—to supply public needs and 
satisfy public demands. Maintaining an extraor- 
dinary standard of personal industry and ef- 
ficiency, no citizen, high or humble, rich or 
poor, with a complaint or a suggestion to offer 
was turned away from his office door. 

There was a man. One of the few survivors 
of Pickett’s charge at Gettysburg, he proved 
his courage and devotion to his cause on many 
battlefields. Turning from war to peaceful pur- 
suits his ability and strength of character won 
success. On the personal side, his winning qual- 
ities of mind and heart gained the esteem and 
affection of everyone who knew him.

RED WAR’S FORBIDDEN LIST. 

That we have Geneva rules and Hague rules 
does not mean that war will ever be anything but 
barbarous. It simply means that for many hun- 
dreds of years there has been endeavor to make 
the warfare of civilized peoples different from 
the warfare of savage peoples. Some of the rules 
only codify practices that have come down from 
time immemorial. It has been a long time since 
humanity of any grade systematically warred on 
women, children and helpless aged. 

Charges as to dumdum bullets, as to misuse of 
the Red Cross, as to inhumanity to wounded and 
other things are made by each combatant against 
its enemies. It is not enough to say that war is 
no pink tea and that such practices are to be 
expected. They are not to be expected. Enlight- 
ened white races that tolerate them must face the 
condemnation of history. The reports undoubt- 
edly are much exaggerated. Probably no one com- 
batant is more blameworthy than the others. 

But as to the prevalence in the present war of 
two practices In the civilized verboten list, no 
question can exist. Americans read with amaze- 
ment that unfortified, undefended towns, on cap- 
ture, are forced to pay heavy ransoms to escape 
the destruction that is prohibited by The Hague 
code. In no other wars of the last 25 years has 
the world known of this injustice. Similar in- 
stances in our own war were confined to a few 
demands by raiding parties of irregular troops. 
This survival of a custom of the Dark Ages 
should be abandoned. 

And Americans read with horror that leading 
citizens of captured towns are confined as host- 
ages for the good behavior of their fellow citt- 
zens. Their lives are made a sacrifice to the ir- 
responsible hostile act of some brainless person 
whose purpose could not possibly be known in ad- 
vance. Hostages are changed at intervals and 
those for whom substitutes do not appear are 
shot. 

Guilt should be personal in the armies as else- 
where. To make guilt communal is savagery. It 
is to be feared that in not a few instances attac 
by fanatical civilians have brought a penalty 
the slaughter of many innocent, well disposed 
men and women while the guilty persons escaped. 
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Maj. Dieckmann, commandant in the vicinity 
of Liege, who orders all Belgians to take off their 
hats in the presence of German soldiers, may 
find that King Albert’s men can play a William

BRITISH ARMY RED TAPE. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

The difficulties of enlistment in En- 
gland are traced largely to the fact 
that, like America, the country is a 
peaceful democracy. But how much @ 
useless red tape has contributed to the 
delays is seen in a comparison with 
our own recruiting in the Civil War. 

It was in some part due to the rough 
and ready simplicity of our system that 
we could furnish McClellan alone 170,000 
men by the end of October, 1861, and 
that no offices were ever long swamped. 
In England a preliminary attestation, 
filled out for every private, contains 3 
words and 12 signatures. Behind it is 
an even more complicated paper, called 
a ‘“‘Medical History,” an oath of alle- 
giance, a “Military History Sheet,” and 
a “Certificate of Approving Officer.’ 
The Spectator speaks of the system as 
‘‘a narrow bottle-necked passage through 
which the recruits have to struggile;:” 
and it points out that the country has 
‘‘been a month in getting, not half a 
million men, but 200,000.” 

The red-tape obstacles are not a prin- 
cipal cause of this, for in Southern and 
Eastern Sngland recruiting has gone on 
at a rate that would quickly fill up the 
quota; but the turmoll and confusion 
of the enlistment offices have undoubt- 
edly been made an excuse by some for 
not coming forward.

Harvard Is the Only Big Institution: That Showed Leaning 
Toward Carrying the Ball in the “Good Old Way” 
in Opening Day Gridiron Struggles.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28. 


n the course of the general revival of the passing game in football, Yale, 
it seems, has been no more idle than Princeton. 


Some years ago, 


when the forward pass was first introduced into the game, Frank Hinkel, 
the present field coach at New Haven, expressed himself as believing there 


were many possibilities in the play. 

Whatever may have been his opinion 
then he certainly believes in the pass- 
ing game now, and has invented a way 


of teaching it that is one of the real 
novelties of the early season. Football 
is a game of ideas, and those ideas are 
picked up everywhere. Even the theat- 
rical profession, it seems, can contribute 
something. It has contributed the spot- 
light, which Hinkey has been using at 


ale. 
The intricacies of its use cannot be 
gone into here, but it is possible to 
State that it has been employed as a 
mark for the passers to shoot at, in the 
darkened Yale gymnasium. As _ the 
light goes, so travels the ball, or so it 
should travel; and thet*fact that the 
system is invaluable is proved by the 
more than usually accurate passing of 
the Yale backs in the opening game 
with Maine. 

There can be no doubt, I think, that 
the moving light is a great help to the 
assers, giving them the habit of pass- 
ng@ to a mark or the path of a mov- 
ing mark, a habit that is once instilled 
uA not likely to disappear in the course 
of a hard game. 


Pass Game to Be General. 


It is easy to see how such a mark. 


would be valuable in all kinds of pass- 
- Ing, and I feel certain that Yale as 
well as Princeton will use all kinds. 
It is “freak’’ passing, but that it will 
bear the proper relationship to the rest 
of the play if the field general can be 
taught to so use it. 

It takes two to complete a pass, of 
course, and the work of the catcher 
is almost as important as that of the 
passer, but there remains the neces- 
gity for absolute accuracy on the part 
of the passer, if the catcher is to get 
anywhere near the hurling ball. With 
the habit of accuracy it should be 
possible for the passer to throw even 
so troublesome a missile as a foot- 
ball into apparently empty space 
with sms much accuracy as a bic 
Jeague catcher throwing a baseball 
+4 empty space to the right of second 


ae. 

Not so long ago many coaches main- 
ained that the ball should never be 
sed into space where a runner was 
on to turn up, but that thecry—and I 
mit that it was also my own at the 
me~—has been relegated to the scrap 
eap of old-fashioned football ideas. 
Year by vear “timed” plays are figured 
more in football coaching. Why not the 


spotlight? 
Crimson Uses Time Pass.

Cornell Starts Poorly. 


Cornell has made a discouraging start.

There was en- 
couragement in the work of the line, 
but it is difficult to understand the fall- 
ing off in the down field work of the 
ends, wheh it was so excellently done 
last year. From the fact that O’ Hearn 
could not last through the game, it is 
apparent that he must not have vyei 
reached good playing condition.

BOND DEMAND 
BETTER IN NEW 
YORK MARKET 


New City Bond Issue Shows a 
Premium of Three and 
One-Fourth Points. 


By rent oe men the New York 
rea e Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

“The two salient events. on today’s 
financial markets were the decided 
strength in foreign exchange and the 
continued vigorous rise in the bids for 
the forthcoming New York City 6 per 
cents. The 3%-point premium over the 
issue price, to which these city bonus 
rose today, was one of those incidents 
which, howev er natural in the view of 
experienced financiers, is of the high- 
est value for its influence on finagcial 
sentiment. 

‘4s for the very sharp rise in ster- 
ling, that was ascribed primarily to the 
accumulation of maturities abroad, 
partly in connection with the October 
coupon payments,’ but partly also to 
other recurrent obligations. 

“There was a feeling, however, that 
the probable direct influence of the 
**$100,000,000 ‘gold pool’ in depressing for- 
eign exchange rates, may have been 
overestimated. It still remains to be 
seen just what obligations the man- 
agers of that fund will allow to be met 
through use of it, and what rates they 
will accept in the sterling market.”’ 


Exports Are Small. 


“The full classified statement of our 
export and import trade in August, 
which is now at hand, throws some 
light on the perplexities Which _ sur- 
rounded the total figures of that trade, 
when they were issued a fortnight ago. 
It then appeared that, while our mer- 
chandise exports, last onth, de- 
creased $77,500,000 from 1913,*%our imports 
decreased only $8,200,000, and that 
therefore the largest excess of imports 
ever reached during August in our 
time, remained. 

“For that result—somewhat unpleas- 
ant, in its bearings on the foreign ex- 
change situation—various explanations 
were proposed. What people wanted 
to know, however, was the extent to 
which such one-sided effects of the 
war on gur foreign commerce were tem- 
porary, and to what extent perma- 
nent. 

“It is too early, even yet, to make 
confident prediction in the matter, es- 
pecially when September’s weekly im- 
port arrivals at New York are holding 
up so surprisingly. But some of the 
details of August trade are illuminating. 
Thus our exports to Germany, Jast 
month, were practically nothing, as 
against $21,300,000 in August, 1913: yet 
last month’s imports from Germany 
were $9,400,000—a decrease of only $6,- 
200,000. 

“The explanation is, that actual ship- 
ment of merchandise to Germany was 
Shut off at the very opening of Au- 
gust, but that German goods, consigned 
to us in the last week or so of July. 
arrived in due course in this country. 
This month, imports from Germany 
must have been as scarce, as exports 
to that market. 


South American Trade. 
“Even more striking are the figures of 
August’s trade with South America, Asia 
and Australia, from which points our 
August imports increased $3,400,000 over 
1918, while our exports to them decreased 
$13, 000,000. This was a manifest result 
of the temporfary embargo on all ocean 
trade, before it was sure that the Ger- 
man fleet would not dispute the seas. 
“In all such directions, there has un- 
doubtedly been a change since August; 
how great a change it is not yet easy to 
determine. Perhaps the most striking 
fact in the classified showing lies in the 
comparison of exports of foodstuffs and 
of home manufactures. Actual agricul- 
tural exports during August increased 
nearly $2,000,000 over 1913; exports of fin- 
ished manufactures fell off $32,300,000, It 
is clearly enough in this second quarter 
that the movement calis for correction. 
Eventually it will be corrected, through 
our market’s response to the peremptory 
requirements of other neutral states. 
But the process may be slower than 
had been hoped. It shoulée be eatly 
facilitated, however, when the foreign 
exchange market gets back to a normal 
footing. 

Exchange Market Irreaular. 

“After advancing to 5.01 early in the 
day, against 4.97% on Saturday, sight 
drafts on London reacted partially 
on considerable offerings. Cable re- 
mittances, which sold close to 5.02, 
also reacted about % cent. These 
rates were the highest touched since 
the last week of August, and were 
brought about by the broad inquiry 
for London remittances from people 
who have indebtedness to pay oft 
abroad early next month through ma- 
turity of 90-day bills which were 
sold last July, before the war dis- 
turbance began. 

“The sellers of these bills expected, 
at that time, that the bills could be 
easily paid off through the use of 
cotton bills, which are usually offered 
in large volume in October. But with 
the shrinkage of cotton exports, this 
exchange has not been forthcoming, 
and the consequence is that the inter- 
ests who were committed to make 
large payments in London early next 
month, were forced to pay more than 
$5 for a pound sterling, in order to 
buy the necessary exchange today. 

“While this sharp advance in sterling 
was taking place, the bankers interesdet 
in forming the $100,000,000 gold pool were 
in communicatiédn with committees in 
other cities, asking quick action on the 
appeal made last week for contributions 
to the pool. All the large banks have 
been heard from, and the chances are 
that the formalities can be carried 
through within a day or two, so that 
the assistance may be available before 
the close of the week. 

The situation is such that the pool 
ought to be formed with the least pos- 
sible delay, as the exchange market will 
be much helped by the offerings of ex- 
change by the committee, on the terms 
already agreed to. 

“The movement is a national one and 
the details have been carefully worked 
out by the members of the Federal Re- 
serve Board and others who have ad- 
vocated the accumulation of the fund 
as the best thing to do for the relief of 
the exchange market. 

Good Demand for Notes. 

“The buying of the New York City 
notes was the broadest that has been 
since the loan was first offered to 
the public. Host of the trading was 
carried on by the large banks, which 
disposed of large blocks of the notes 
to clients here and at out-of-town 
points. Most of the inquiry was for 
the three-year notes, which sold as 
high as 1.08%. This marks an advance 
of 3% points. since the public offer- 
in” was made last Tuesday. The two- 
year notes sold around 1.01%, while 
a br year notes were in demand 

t 

“The demand came from all classes 
of investors, many of whom had re- 
mained out of the market for months, 
and the total inquiry was sufficient

YRailroad gross earnings continue to show a
